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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 5,13-24 and 31-36 which were previously withdrawn have been rejoined 
as they depend from an allowable generic independent claim. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "35" has been used to designate both position indicators 
(in Fig. 4) and a gear wheel (in Fig. 5). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The Replacement Figures filed April 14, 2009 which replaced/added Figs. 2A, 2B 
and 3 have been accepted. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 39-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 39, line 5, there is claimed the relation that the wheels move in opposite 
directions "parallel to their axes of rotation" so as to have variable track widths. This 
limitation (that the wheel move parallel to the rotation axis) is unclear and inaccurate. It 
is Examiner's position that the wheels move in an arched manner due to the pivoting of 
the suspension arm that supports the wheel. It is unclear and inaccurate to state that 
an arched line is parallel to a straight line (which is the axes of rotation of the wheels). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 and 26-38 are allowed.
